Weymouth Pond is a small shallow warmwater pond best suited for warmwater species. Chain pickerel 
and hornpout were the only sport fisheries when the pond was originally surveyed. That survey indicated 
that the pond was suitable for bass. Largemouth bass are now present and are the principal fishery. 
 
The lack of cold water habitat precludes management for coldwater sport fish. 
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
